2. The rejection of claims 14-15, 20-21 and 37-40 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hudetz et al, U.S. pat. 
No. 5,978,773, in view of Tow , European Patent Application No. 
493,091, mailed 8/23/04, is hereby incorporated by reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

3. Claims 1-12, 16-17, 19, 22-25 and 41-45 are allowed over 
prior art of record. 

Response to Amendment: 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 3/22/05 with respect to 
claims 14-15, 20-21 and 37-40 have been fully considered but are 
not deemed persuasive. 

Per claim 14, Applicant alleges that Hudetz does not teach 
obtaining data stored in the network database that includes a 
current contact channel, e.g., contact number. 

This is not found persuasive. Hudetz teaches accessing 
additional information related to an item or a person from a Web 
server including advertisement. It is trivial that a contact 
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number is provided for an advertisement associated with an item 
or a person. 

Per claim 37, Applicant alleges that Hudetz does not teach 
obtaining calendar data of the individual from the network. 

This is not found persuasive. It is submitted that activity 
schedule of an individual is commonly provided for an 
advertisement associated with a performance event or a person.
